THE NATIONAL EDUCATION 
CONVENTION 


The great annual convention of the National Education 
association 


will be held in Boston this week and will bo an event of national interest. 


In view of the wide rang-o of subjects discussed the convention cannot fail 


to be profitable to the teachers and educators of the whole country. It is to 


be hoped (lint the convention will not result in the addition of new fads or 


encumbrances to the curriculum of the schools. 
It frequently happens that 


brilliant talkers treat a subject in such an interesting- manner (lint ihe 


audience is led to invest it with an importance that docs not belong to it. 


The result is, that when the teachers return to their respective schools they 
make a hobby of this particular subject, devoting to il'more time and atten- 
tion than its relative importance warrants. 


What the convention_should do is to devise ways and means for making 


the instruction in language and mnfhematics more thorough. 
These two 


subjects constitute the basis of the elementary training, and unless the 
pupils are well grounded in both, their education is defective no matter how- 
many subjects tire treated in a .smattering \vujr. One of the most important 
subjects which the convention can discusse is the lack of thoroughness that 
prevails in the instruction in the common schools and how to overcome it. 


There will he a great, deal of discussion on industrial and vncnlionnl 


training, but this special feture should be introduced only after the student 
has been grounded in all Ihe elementary branches.

THE 
NATIONAL EDUCATION 
CONVENTION ; 


The great annual convention of the National Education association 


will he held iii Boston this week and will be an event of national interest. 


In view of (lie wide range of subjects discussed the convention cannot fail 


to be profitable to the teachers and educators of the whole country. It is to 


be hoped that the convention will not result in the addition of new fads or 


eneunibrances to the curriculum of the schools. It frequently happens that 


brilliant talkers treat a subject in such an interesting manner that the 


audience is led to invest it with an importance that does not belong to it. 


The result is, that when-the tenchers return to their respective schools they 
make a hobby of this particular subject, devoting to it more time and atten- 
tion than its relative importance warrants. 


What the convention-should do is to devise ways and means for making 


the instruction in language and mathematics more thorough. 
These two 


subjects constitute the basis of the elementary training, and unless the 
pupils are well.grounded in both, their education is defective no matter how 
many subjects are treated in a smattering way. 
One of the most important 


subjects which the convention pan discusso is the lack of thoroughness that 
prevails in the instruction in tho common schools and how to overcome it. 


There will be a great deal of discussion on industrial nnd vaeational 


training, but this special feture should be introduced only after the student 
has been grounded in all the elementary branches.

In view of the wide range of subjects discussed the convention cannot fail 


to be profitable to the teachers and educators of the whole country. It is to 


.be hoped that the convention will not result in the addition of new fads or 


encumbrances to the curriculum of the schools. It frequently happens that 


brilliant talkers treat a subject in such an interesting manner that the 


iiudienee is led to invest it with nn importance that docs not,belong to it. 


The result is, that when the teachers return to their respective schools they 
make a hobby of this particular subject, devoting to it more time and atten- 
tion than its relative importance warrants. 


What the convention should do is to devise ways and means for making 


the instruction in language and mathematics more thorough. 
These two 


subjects constitute the basis of the elementary training, and unless the 
pupils are well grounded in both, their education is defective no matter how 
many subjects are treated in a smattering way. 
One of the most important 


subjects which the convention can discusse is the lack of thoroughness that 
prevails in the instruction in the common schools and how to overcome it. 


There will be a great deal of discussion on industrial and vacationnl 


(raining, hut this special feturo should bo introduced only after the student 
has been grounded in all the elementary branches.

PRIZE 
FIGHTING 
SHOULD 
BE 
PROHIBITED 


The Jeffries-Johnson fight should be the last on American soil for the 


reason, that the amount of attention devoted to it throughout the nation 
must have a demoralizing- effect upon young and old, but especially upon 
the former. 


' The matter of prize fighting by its prominence in the press and the 


avidity with which anything concerning the contest is read 
by 
a vast 


proportion of the general public, is thus given the dignity of a legitimate 
business transaction. This is wrong, and it is liable to give a great many 
people the idea that prize fighting is nil right, and that it 
should be 


encouraged. 


Governor Gillett did tho right thing when, in response to the demand of 


public sentiment, he prevented the fight from taking place in California. 


When public sentiment is properly aroused, not only in Nevada but in 


every state of the union, no state will be willing to bear the disgrace of 
allowing such a brutal exhibition within its boundaries. It would he an 
honor to the United States, a mark of intelligence and of humane progress, 
if it came to pass iliat in no American state could such a fight be pulled off. 


We have had exhibitions here in Lowell that went beyond what the law 


allows. The police did the right thing in stopping them. Wo do not want 
the brutalizing "sport" here or anywhere else. It should be completely 
suppressed so that no such idlo bruisers as Johnson and Jeffries and their 
ilk will have any inducement to devote their lives to a species of brutality in 
which men are degraded to the level of tho lower animals. 


Indeed, wo believe ilmt if instead of a man fight, tho "sports" had 


arranged for a dog fight or a bull flght to continue until.one of tho con- 
testants succumbed, it would bo so vigorously condemned that no state 
would have the hardihood to allow it. AVhy permit a contest that degrades 
men by bringing onfnll that is brutal in their nature? But then wo shall he 
nsked, "Why do tho newspapers give so much attention to tho event?" 
Because there is a demand for it, and under present conditions tho news- 
paper that would not give (ho news of tho fight would be rejected as not 
giving the news of the day. Tho people or ill least a very largo portion, 
even of those who do not hcliovo the flght should bo tolerated, read tho story 
of the contest with avidity. When (hey get through reading they nmy con- 
demn tho fight as a hrutnl exhibition, hut they cannot condemn thn pnpor 
for printing tho news any more than they condemn tho man who roads tho 
Klory as a means of gathering accurate information as to tho manner in 
which two prize flghtora'pummclcd each other until one was forced to give 
up. In fact tho publicity of such ovonts will hasten their suppression. The

The first 
siding to give the passenger train a 
clear track when the limited, traveling 
fifty miles an hour, flashed around a 
curve and dashed Into It. 


The Big Four train had been de- 


toured to avoid a blocked track on 
that road at Genoa, a few miles south 
of here, caused by a freight wreck 
earlier In the day. In addition to its 
regular crew it carried a pilot engineer 
of the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton road, who 
was practically 
In 
charge of the train. 


A misunderstanding of orders caused 


the disaster, which was one of tho 


section. of the freight had taken tha 
Biding here, and Conductor John Wea- 
ver,

same siding.
